He says: “As t« j the prawnt Hurry: Tho to* 
ba « a■«« growers received so small comjxsnsa* 
tion for their labor last year that they have 
greatly curtailed production. 
Their product 
is in the hands of dealers who are now mak­ 
ing hay while the sun shine« in a tobacco 
boom by which they hope to clear out at 
double rates their overburdened warehouses, 
fill orders for a large part of last year's con­ 
sumption, and then scoop in tho cured tobac­ 
co of the coming crop« last winter and 
spring at much lower rates than they are 
hoping to sell their 
surplus for. 
This is the 
animus of the wild estimates of next to no to­ 
bacco crop in 1887 which are now in vogue. 
Before Christmas tobacco speculator* will 
see a new light, there will bo c larger area 
Ilian they thought, and the yield will bo bo- 
yond expectation, and the market will 1« 
dull and consumers supplied and the whole 
situation chango« l, so that growers will bo of­ 
fered a moderate adv ance on the last year’s 
rates. 
Tho present boom does not interest 
farmers.
